UNO students talk about STDs, 


staying safe

Last year, the Nebraska Health and 
Human Services System reported individuals 
falling between the ages 20 and 24 had more 
sexually transmitted diseases than any other 
age group. 

Asurvey was conducted at UNO’s recent 
STD Awareness Fair, held on Nov. 16. 

Out of the 133 students and faculty who 
completed the survey, over half of the males 
and females said they’ve had unprotected sex, 
according to Pauline Mburu, the diversity chair 
of SPO. 

According to Marcia Adler, coordinator 
of UNO Student Health Services, the most 
common bacterial STD found at UNO is 
Chlamydia. The leading viral STD is herpes, 
found both above and below the belt, which 
can lead to cervical cancer and genital warts. 

Adler adds that testing at UNO is much 
more user friendly now than it has been in the 
past. HIV testing no longer requires a painful 
blood sample; a urine sample is proficient 

As faras other STD testing goes, according 
to Adler, a gentle swab of saliva does the trick— 
A method that is both painless and quick. 


More students are getting tested this year 
because it’s free and convenient. SHS offers 
free STD testing Monday through Friday, from 
8am.to4pm. 

So what do UNO students think about 
STDs? To find out, three UNO students were 
interviewed.

Additionally, Wallace has led hidden-camera

He also followed the 1980, 1984 
and 1988 presidential campaigns and was 
a floor reporter for NBC's coverage of the 
corresponding Democratic and Republican 
conventions. Wallace was also the first network 
correspondent in 1980 to report on George 
Bush being named Ronald Reagan's running 
mate, 

Among his many honors are a duPont 
Columbia Silver Baton, three Emmy Awards, 
a National Press Club Award for consumer 
journalism, a Headliners Award, and two 
Investigative Reporters and Editors Awards.

UNO picks up three points against Ohio State

Penalties, fights and at times really 
good hockey were all the things that 
could be found at the Qwest Center on 
Now. 19 and 20 as UNO blanked and tied 
seventh-ranked Ohio State University. 

The last time the Mavs picked up a 
home shut out was Jan. 24, 2003 when 
Dan Ellis held off OSU 4-0. On Nov. 


19, UNO goalie Chris Holt picked up 
his first career shut out with a Mavs 4-0 
victory over OSU, 

The Mavs pees on OSU early,

The game ended with 
five-minute sudden-death 
overtime where no one could 
put the puck in the net. 

Parse scored a_ pair 
of goals for UNO, which 
claimed three of four points 
in the weekend series with 
the Buckeyes.

After a two-point loss at Nebraska- 
Kearney, the UNO women’s: basketball 
team has left no game in doubt. Wins of 
21 (Rockhurst), 17 (Chadron State) and 16 
(Winona State) have given the Mavs the 
longest streak since their last winning season, 
1999-2000, when they opened at 5-0. 

UNO came out early to take a 43-36 
lead into halftime in the game against 
Rockhurst on Nov, 20. 

The Hawks chipped the lead away 
to five before UNO pulled ahead for 
good, UNO was led by a three-player, 
So-point effort.

Smith (21), Karen 
Vhies 20) and Andrea Schoept (15 in 
1 minutes) had three of the game’s top 
four scoring efforts. Thies added. five 
rebounds -as did Carley Jones- leading 
the game for the second game ina row. 

In the home opener on Nov. 26, 
Smith and ‘Thies came out hot again. 
Smith scored nine points in the first half, 
while Thies scored 10, Her six field goal 
attempts came from behind the are. She 
added three steals. 

With a 12-point lead at the half, 
Lindsey Peterson picked up by 
recording. 13 points for a total of 19, 
leading UNO. Thies added eight more 
points and a game-high five assists. 
Sarah Austin and Jones combined for 19 
rebounds in the 74-57 win over Chadron. 

Saturday night’s contest saw Lisa 
Carlsen back on the bench in Omaha since 
she resigned as head coach last year. Carlsen 
is now an assistant for Winona State. 

Current UNO Head Coach Patty Patton 
Shearer did not want to let her team get 
involved in the emotional possibilities of the 
game, 

“To me, it's just another basketball 
game,” she said. “We're not going to prepare 
differently.” 

Smith said that it would be alittle

It appeared to be like the previous two 
games for UNO as it built to a 16-point 
halftime advantage.
